Tutorial 1: Creating and Managing an Album 


This tutorial covers probably the most basic feature of 
Media Center Plus: creating an album that contains 
multimedia files. In this case, we’ll create an album 
that contains a number of photographs and one bitmap 
image. 

Start up Media Center Plus from the Start menu by 
choosing Start > Programs > Jase Software > 


Jasc Media Center Plus 3.10. The application will 
open with an empty workspace. 
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2 Create a new album by choosing File > New. In the 
New Album dialog, enter the name My Album 1 in 
the “Album title” field, choose the “Add 
thumbnails by scanning folders” option, and then 
click OK.

3 The Browse for Source Folder dialog opens. 
Navigate to the folder C:\Program Files\Jasc 
Software Inc\Paint Shop Pro 7\Images, click the 
Sample Images folder, and then click OK. This 
folder contains the images for the album. 


The album My Album 1 should now look like this:

4 Tosave the album, choose File > Save. In the Save 
As dialog, save the album in the location 
C:\Program Files\Jasc Software Inc\Paint Shop 
Pro 7\Images\Sample Images. 

That’s it! You’ve created a Media Center Plus album 
file. Now complete the remaining two tutorials to see 
the fun and interesting things you can do with an 
album file. 


Tutorial 2: Creating a Slide Show 


Creating a slide show is a great way to easily view 
images in their full size. Before we create a slide show 
for My Album 1, we’ll make a few preference settings 
for the slide show. 


1 Choose File > Preferences > General Program 
Preferences. This will display the Preferences 
dialog, which contains five tabbed screens. 

2 Click the “Slideshow” tab. 


3 Inthe Play Options area, make sure the 
“Automatically advance images” option is 
checked, and then set this option’s “Display time in 
seconds” value to 7. 

4 Inthe Display Options area, make sure the “Use 
transition effects” and the “Randomize effects 
order” options are checked. 


5 Click OK to close the Preferences dialog. 
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6 Now we’re ready to play the slide show. To do this, 
choose View > Slideshow, or click the Slideshow 
button & on the Toolbar. The slide show will run 
on your screen using the preferences we just set. 
Note the following points: 

e Regardless of the preference settings, you can 
immediately advance to the next image by left- 


clicking anywhere on the screen, or by pressing the 
<SPACEBAR>. 


@ To end the slideshow at any time, press the <Esc> 
key, or right-click to display the context menu, and 
choose Exit. 


Tutorial 3: Exporting an Album to HTML 


One of the more fun and interesting features of Media 
Center Plus is the ability to export an album to HTML, 
automatically creating a page that you can 
immediately view with your Web browser application. 
Here’s how you do it. 


1 Make sure the album My Album 1 is open. 

2 Choose File > Export > HTML. The Export to 
HTML dialog will appear. 

3 In this dialog, notice that “My Album 1” already 
appears in the “Filename” field. Let’s rename that to 
WebAlbuml (with no spaces in the name). This 
helps keep this exported album seperate from the 
original album file. 

4 Inthe “Output directories” field, select a destination 
folder for the files associated with the HTML 
version of the album. Click the Browse button next 
to this field and navigate to the folder C:\Program 
Files\Jasc Software Inc\Paint Shop Pro 7\ 
Images\Sample Images\HTML. Choose this as 
the output directory.

5 Inthe “HTML design” drop down list, choose the 


Museum collection (midnight) design option. This 
will be the design (or template) used for the HTML 
page. To see a sample of the look this design 
provides, click the Info button next to this field. 


Note: The Info button does not show you a preview of 
your album in HTML format. 


6 In the “Linking” area of the Export to HTML 
dialog, choose the Copy media files to output 
directory option. This ensures that all the necessary 
files are copied to the output directory you chose in 
step 4. The dialog should now look like this:

The Export to 
HTML - Statistics dialog will appear. This dialog 
displays information about the HTML file you’ve 
just created. 
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8 To display the album in your Web browser 


application, click the blue hyperlink provided just 
above the OK button.

You saw how easy it was to create an album, load files 
into it, view a slide show, and export the album for 
viewing in a Web browser. 


Keep in mind that although these tutorials used just 
photographs in the album, Media Center Plus allows 
you to include a variety of multimedia formats in an 
album, including sound and video files. You can even 
associate sound files with photos or video clips so that 
when viewed in a slide show or in a Web browser, the 
sound file will run while the photo or video is 
displayed.

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About the Plug-In Filters 


The Anniversary Edition of Paint Shop Pro includes 
plug-in filters that have been bundled with the 
application. The filters, provided by three special 
effects developers (Alien Skin, Flaming Pear, and 
Virtual Painter) offer you more choices to compliment 
the existing filters built into Paint Shop Pro. 


The filters reside in the directory C:\Program 
Files\Jasc Software Inc\Paint Shop Pro 7\Plugins. 


To access the filters within Paint Shop Pro, have an 
image file open, and then choose Effects > Plug-in 
Filters, and then choose either Eye Candy 3.1, Eye 
Candy 4000 Demo, Flaming Pear, or Virtual 
Painter. 


Using the Alien Skin Filters 
Alien Skin has provided two sets of their popular Eye 
Candy filters, labeled Eye Candy 3.1 and Eye Candy 
4000 Demo. Each of the Eye Candy 3.1 filters are live, 
full version filters that you can apply to your Paint 
Shop Pro images. In the Eye Candy 4000 group, three 
of the 23 filters are full version, and the remainder are 
demo versions that you can preview and, if you like, 
purchase from Jasc. 


APPLYING AN EYE CANDY 3.1 FILTER 
To apply an Eye Candy 3.1 filter to an image: 
1 Choose Effects > Plug-in Filters > Eye Candy 3.1. 


There are 21 filters to choose from. 


Note: Only the first filter, Antimatter, merely requires 
you to select it from the list; the other 20 filters allow 
you to choose custom settings in their respective Eye 
Candy dialog.

Note: Some filters require all or part of the image to be 
selected before the filter can be applied, or that the 
current image layer have an editable transparency. In 
most cases, you'll be applying the filter to a selection 
you've made. 


3 Make custom settings in the dialog, and then click 
the OK icon “ inthe upper right corner.

Note the following about the Virtual Painter user 
interface: 


@ Click the Original button to view the original 


image in the Preview area. 


e While the original image is shown, you can specify 


areas of the image to be less affected by the filter 
settings. For example, in the Pastel dialog shown on 
the previous page, the faces of the two girls were 
specified to receive less of the filter, thus allowing 
the faces to stand out more. To do this: 

1). Place the cursor inside the original image in the 
Virtual Painter preview window; the cursor shape 
will change to a pointing hand. 

2) Click once to designate one end of an ellipse. 
3) Drag the cursor (a line will follow in tandem) to 
the other end of the ellipse you’ll draw, and then 
click again to set this point. 

4) Move the cursor to set the shape of the ellipse, 
and then click once more to set its shape. The more 
ellipses you set, the less effect the filter will have on 
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the designated areas. Shown below is an example 
where a number of ellipses were drawn over the 
faces of the girls in the “Girls.jpg” sample file. 


@ Click the Preview button to preview what the 
current filter settings will create. 


@ Click the Adjust button to display the Adjust 
dialog, which allows for more fine-tuning of each 
filter setting. 


Anniversary Edition Bonus Resources 


Keeping within the theme associated with this product, 
your Anniversary Edition of Paint Shop Pro comes 
with a number of new Picture Tubes, Picture Frames, 
and Preset Shapes. From streamers to champagne 
glasses to candles to party hats, you’ ll find a number 
of party-theme items when using these features. 


Applying a Picture Tube, Frame, or Preset Shape 


e To apply a picture tube to an image, select the 
Picture Tube tool & from the Tool Palette, choose 
the tube and set the desired options in the Tool 
Options palette, and then drag the mouse across the 
image to place the tubes. 


e To apply a picture frame to an image, choose 
Image > Picture Frame, and then use the Picture 
Frame Wizard to select a frame and set its options. 


e To draw a preset shape, select the Preset Shapes 
tool ®% from the Tool Palette, choose the shape and 
set the desired options in the Tool Options palette, 
and then use the mouse to draw the shape on the 


canvas. 
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
